The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 19-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 

written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 

specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), 

at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

(a) The recitation of "wherein the information on phenotypes caused by one or 

more differences in polymorphism patterns" (claims 19-28) is new matter 

because applicants have pointed to no basis in the application as filed for any 

particular polymorphism being the cause of any particular phenotype. 

Claims 5, 6, and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either 

one of Boyce-Jacino et al (WO 01/26029 (April 12, 2001)) or Denton et al (WO 01/01218 (January 4, 

2001)) in view of either one of Maloney et al (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2001/0043217) or 

Mathias et al (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2001/0052851). This rejection is repeated for reasons 

already of record (e.g., Office action mailed June 13, 2008, page 3). (In the Office action mailed June 

13, 2008, Boyce-Jacino et al (WO 01/26029 (April 12, 2001)) was incorrectly identified as Boyce-Jacino et 

al (WO 01/26026 (April 12, 2001)); the error is regretted.) Applicants' arguments (response filed 

September 15, 2008, pages 8-9) are not convincing. Applicants do not argue the references in the 

manner in which they were used in the rejection in that they assert that the primary references do not 

show alarms or warning messages. The secondary references were cited to show those features. In 

addition, applicants' argument in connection with matching positional information is not convincing 

because each of the primary references deals with SNPs (Single Nucleotide Polymorphisms) and thus, 
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necessarily each primary reference deals with positional information since SNPs can only be meaningful 
within the context of position in compared nucleic acid sequences. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
